The agencies have all adopted certain uniform pages in 
their ROES to provide common elements of information and set 
minimum standards for information presented. We expect that 
this new report format will improve uniformity in examinations 
and promote consistency in the supervision of financial 
institutions. It will also improve communications between the 
regulatory agencies when more than one agency has a supervisory 
interest in an institution. 

We hope you agree that the ROE will provide the benefits of 
uniformity and consistency to the examination process.
